'The Little Hoover" Commission 


The Schaefer Commission report for the re-organization 


of the executive branch of the Illinois state government— 
the so-called "little Hoover Commission report"—is released 
and now the fireworks will start. 


The commission, consisting of nine public officials and 


private citizens, was appointed by the governor to expose the 
waste and duplication in the executive branch. The report 
is far too lengthy and detailed to treat in a single editorial, 
but it can be said generally that the commission found a 
costly lack of co-ordination among state agencies, and it rec- 
ommends consolidation all down the line. 


In introduction, the commisbion states: 
"After the re-organization of the government of Illinois 


in 1917, it was generally agreed that Illinois was the most ef- 
ficiently organized of all the state governments 
That can 


not be said today 


After the 1917 re-organization there were seven offices 


headed by the seven elective officials, nine code departmnts 
under the governor, and & dozen miscellaneous agencies. The 
total today includes the same seven offices headed by elec- 
tive officials, 13 code departments, and 50 miscellaneous 
agencies, offices and boards, outside any of the major de- 
partments. Some of these are large establishments, others 
ex officio groups without staff and still others somewhere 
betwixt and between. 


"The great growth and expansion of services in the long 


history of state governments in this country has occurred m 
the years since 1917. Highway construction, common school j 
education, amd relief to the needy, for example, were func- 
tions of local governments in 1917. Today they account for 
major portions of the budgets of state both in Illinois and 
elsewhere. 


"Whenever the state government assumes a new func- 


tion or substantially expands an old one, there is a natural 
tendency to create a new agency to administer it. Nor is 
this typical reaction necessarily bad. The new agency, un- 
hampered by existing habits, may provide keener interest 
and clearer direction to the new function 


"But when new functions and new agencies accumulate 


for a generation, the efficiency of government is bound to be 
blunted by splintering of service, expensive over-lapping and 
the mere multiplicity of agencies. 


"The very existence of the present 59 miscellaneous 


agencies, 13 code departments and seven elective officials 
within the executive branch of our state government militates 
against the effective and responsible government to which 
the people of Illinois are entitled. Fiscal and operational 
control is made unnecessarily complex 
Without occasional 


overhaul, the future can be expected to increase these diffi- 
culties. 


"Good government is more than neat lines on a chart. 


It »tarts with good men 
At the same time, the more effi- 


cient the organization the better the job that good men in 
government can do." , 


Consolidation of services mean a shrinkage of the pay- 


roll. People are going to lose state jobs, jobs that in part 
are duplicated by the efforts of other state officers Squawks 
will be raised all over the state, and political pressures will 
be great against changes. 


The fat is in the fire. Now we'll see how many of the 


recommendations are earned out.

•—Changes aimed at strengthening 
the state's penal system, the men- 
tal institutions and the handling 
of juvenile offenders \vere pro- 
' posed today by the Schaefer com- 


jr.ission. 


The nine member group an- 


nounced more recommendations in 
the third report on its year's study 
of steps to streamline the state 
^ovemment. 


A ^lajor Change 


One of the major changes called 


|ar a close relationship between 
the State Division of Correction. 
Khich supervises paroles, and the 
actual day to day work of parole 
agents. 


The commission said greater at- 


tention should be paid to selection 
of parole agents and that they 
should be made civil service em- 
ployes. 


The commission, headed by Wal- 


ter V. Schaefer, Northwestern uni- 
versity law professor, also recom- 
mended: 


1. If financially able, parents or 


" children of patients in state hos- 


pitals and other welfare institu- 
tions should pay for their care. 
The commission estimated this 
would bnng in 52,500,000 a year. 


2. Youthful offenders should be 


committed to the State Welfare 
Department, which would send 
them- to the institution best suited 
for correction. At present, courts 
commit them to St_ Charles or the 
pheridan reformatory. 


Juvenile Delinquency 


3. The Welfare department's 


work in the field of juvenile de- 
linquency should be assigned to a 
single agency in the department- 
Forestry or work camps should be 
established. 


•i. The Dwight reformatory for 


worn-en should be transferred from 
Welfare to the Public Safety de- 
partment, which controls prisons. 


5. The State Bureau of Criminal 


Identification 
and Investigation, 


now in Public Safety, should be 
combined with the state police 
crime laboratory as a. unit of the 
police force. 


6. The superintendent of prisons 


ahould be recognized as the imme- 
diate superior of the individual 
prison wardens. There should be 
an interchange of ideas between 
the various prisons. 


7. The name of the state division 


of correction should be changed to 
parole and pardon board, and its 
members should serve for overlap- 
ping six year terms. 


8. TTnon their release, prisoners 


should receive more than S10, a 
suit of clothes and a train ticket, 
which they have been getting since 
1S73. 


Want Prison Industries 


9. The state should explore the 


possibilities of further develop-1 
ment of prison industries, which 
the commission described as "in- j 
valuable" 
in rehabilitating con- j 


victs. A uniform policy of paying 
prisoners for their work should 
be adopted- 


In its two previous reports, the 


commission recommended slashing 
the state's 79 executive branch! 
agencies to 49 as the means of 
saving money and improving serv- I 
Ices.

Most of the commission's sug- • 


gested changes will r.eed approval i 
of the Illinois legislature, which j 
Convenes Jan. 3. 


In its report today, the commis- 


sion said most states require pay- 
ments for care of patients in wel- 
fare institutions. 


The commission said financially 


able parents or children should be 
required to pay amounts repre- 
senting the lowest actual operat- 
ing expenses of caring for patients. 


Could Accept Gifts 


The Welfare Department also
